Mr. Vosburg called the meeting to order at 5:40 PM. 

Mr. Vosburg informed the hearing of the tax increment financing request per the Brownfield Plan, provided 
an overview of the project. 

Mr. Bateau provided details regarding the redevelopment plan for the project location and answered 
questions regarding the number of buildings, the design of the buildings, anticipated start of construction, 
length of the construction period, environmental cleanup, affordable housing, solar power, and planned 
amenities for the development.
